MANY WILL
PAY TAXES

Some Citizens May Be Surprised
at This but Every One Will
Have to Pay.

NO EXEMPTIONS ALLOWED

The Number of New Tax Payers
Will Run Up Into the Huns
dreds and Vigorous Ob-
Jjections Are Expected

There are going to be a greal many
surprised residents of Clatsop county

this year. Heretofore exemptions hayve

always been allowed in compiling the
assegsment roll of the county, but this

year there will be no exemptions.

Everybody who owns property, real or
personal, will be laxed, and, as many
were never before assessed, they will
be astonished when they receive no-
tee to call and settle.

The special session of the legisiature
Is responsible for the new order of
things. At the speclal gathering the
assessment law was gllowed. The bill
was passed in very bad shape, It ap-
pears, and attached to it was a provi-
slon that it should become effective 90
days after its approval. Now, the as-
sessor is supposed to make his levies
on March 1, and the new bill did not
become efféective untfl March 24, To
this circumstance 18 due the fact that
the usual stipulation for exemptions
dees not hold good on this year's as-
sessment.

Assessor Cornelius stated yesterday |
that he at first supposed he would be
able to make the usunl exemptions, but
he communicated with other county
assessors and learned that they were
not doing so. Later he consulted Dis-
trict Attorney Allen and that officlal
advised him to make no exemptions.
Accordingly, he I8 taxing everybody
on personal holdings, and the number
of taxpayers In Clatsop county will, as
a result, be greater this year than ever

Many persons owned property of less
value than $200 and were not assesged,
However, this year all will be taxed

“For a time I thought it wouia be
all right to go ahead and make the
personal property assessments as they
have been made In the past; but there
wag bound to be a row. The owners of
timber lands would complain, I was
assured, and, as other assessors were
complying strictly with the letter of
the law, I deemed it expedient to fol-
low suit. Many persons will conse-
quently be taxed who have never be-
fore been assessed, and there will, I
suppose, be lots of kicking. The new
order of things means that everything
must be taxed, and doctors, lawyers
and such people will bhe required te
pay taxes this year on personal prop-
erty. The number of new laxpayers
will run into the hundreds. The ex-
emption provision of the law will be
in effect for next year's assesament,
and $300 will be taken from each as-
gesament,”

WILL NOT GIVE HIS NAME

Prisoner Was a Soldier at Fort
Stevens Three Months Ago
and Says He Necded Mon.
ey to Go Home on.

Because he wanted to get the money
o make & trip to his home In the
enst, "Harry Hogue" held up L. Lar-
son on the night of Aug. 1. and ls now
facing & 20-year term In the peniten-
tlary. The young man was returned
to the city yesterday from Portland,
where he was captured by Detectives
Kerrigan and Snow. He was given
an examination before Justice Good-
man and held in $1000 bonds to await
trial in the elreult gourt upon a charge
of highway robbery. In default of
ball he was remunded to the custody
of Sheriff Linville.

“Harry Hogue" s an alias which the
young man has been using. To Cap-
tain of Police Gammal he admitted
that this was not his corréct name,
and he told the officer he would not
divulge his name, He sald he did not
want his mother to learn of his crime.

The prisoner had been a soldler al
Fort Stevens, having enlisted about
three months ago. He states that
while at the post he recelved a letter
from his mother In which the informa-
tion was conveyed that his father had
died. His mother begged him to come
home. The young man was without
means, 8o determined to commit a rob-
bery. He came to Astoria Monday af-
ternoon, August 1, and shortly after 12
o'clock that night held up Larson at
the corner of Eleventh street and
Grand avenue, relieving him of $1 and
& valuable gold watch. Then the sol-
dler returned to the post, walking over
from Astoria. On Friday night he
walked back to the clty and took the
Hassalo for Portland.

Reaching the metropolls “Hogue™
went to a pawnbroker's—the only hon-
esf pawnbroker he ever came @acroas,
he says. He showed the man the
watch and asked him what he would
give for It. When the dealer saw the
timeplece he stepped to the telephone
and asked for Mr. Hartman, Now,
